(  l'^)  The  channel  through  .Vshhriiige's  Ray,  from  the  pri.pose<l  eastern  entrance  to  the  line 
of  D'Arey  .Street,  is  to  he  properly  buoyed  out  on  the  south  side  of  same  during  the  season  of 
navigation,  until  such  time  as  the  whole  Hay  is  excavated  to  a  uniform  de))tli  of  not  less  than 
fifteen  feet  hehjw  zero. 

(1  +  )  To  en-iiie  the  due  fultilinent  ami  proper  carrying^  (jut  of  the  work,  as  veil  as  the  cost 
of  keeping  the  .same  in  good  repair  during  the  term  specified  in  the  contract,  the  Contractor 
shall,  hefore  commencing  the  work,  deposit  with  the  Cit\'  twenty-tive  thou.sand  dollars  (?25,000)

( I(i)  No  harl  .ir  or  other  fees  or  dues  for  the  use  of  the  entrance  piers,  harbor  or  channels 
leading  thereto  to  be  charged  by  the  Compan3-  again.st  any  description  of  steam  or  sailing 
vessels  or  small  craft  plying  for  pleasure  or  profit  npon  the  waters  or  channels  leading  to  Ash- 
bridge's  Bay,  nor  shall  any  license  or  charge  be  n.ade  against  any  fishermen  or  sportsmen  using 
such  waters  or  channels,  and  tolls.shall  not  be  charged  on  I'riilges  ;  but  the  Company  ami  private 
•  jvvnersof  wharves  may  charge  wharf  rates  for  the  use  of  any  wharves  constructed  therein, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council.  Wharves  may  be  constructeil  in  the  harbor  by 
t;he  owners  of  property  fronting  on  the  north  side  thereof  in  accordance  with  plans  approved 
by  tlu'  City  Engineer  and  endorsed  by  the  City  Council.  The  Company  will  not  be  allowed  to 
ereit  any  building  or  buildings  on  the  entrance  piers  for  any  purpose  whatsoever  without  the 
writtiM)  consi  nt  of  the  City  Council  <ai  iccianmeiidation  of  the  City  P]ngineer. 

(17)  .Vll  strefts  now  existing  and  extending  .south  of  Eastern  Avenue  are  to  be  prolonged 
to  said  road  allowance  on  north  siile  of  channel,  and"  the  lan<ls  nece.s,iary  for  such  extensions 
anil  prolongations  and  all  filling  in  connection  therewith  shall  be  provided  and  done  at  the  sole 
expense  of  the  owners  of  the  pi-operty  abutting  on  such  prolougation.s.  The  plans  fur  such 
prcdongations  to  !«■  submitted  to  and  approved  of  by  the  Engineer  and  City  Council  before 
rhe  Work  is  coinmenced.

above  zero. 

(22)  All  pilinjjs.  (■to.,  hoth  as  to  iiiatei-inl,  i|iiality.  leimtii,  si/c  ami  driving.',  must  he  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  tiie  C'ty  Engineer,  and  wlien,  in  his  cipiniiai.  liy  I'easiiii  nf  the-  nature  of 
the  material,  hottoui  or  other  cause,  the  ])iles  wcaild  ni>t  aeconiplisli  safisfactniilv  the  cilijret 
intenilud,  then  properly  constructed  cribs  ciiust  be  used  in  their  place,  or  some  uller  apjiroved 
construction  adopted,  satisfrctory  to  the  Cily  lhii;ineer. 

(21)  In  regard  to  all  matters  of  detail,  the  City  Engineer  shall  h.ive  supervision  and  power 
to  order  such  deviations  a.s  moj',  in  the  interest  of  the  City,  be  ileenied  advisable. 

(24)  The  ])ilcs  shall  be  cedar,  live,  sound  and  straight,  ami  free  from  all  projecting  knots, 
32-feet  lonjr  and  8-inchcs  across  at  the  small  end.  Thi'V  shall  be  fice  fioiu  all  mjuiious  defects, 
and  shall  be  ins])ected  by  the  Engineer  or  by  any  Inspector  apj)ointeil  by  him,  and  all  defective 
piles  shall  be  at  once  removed  from  the  works.

(41)  N.B. — If  at  any  time  the  Company  shall  rertsonably  believe  the  Kiif^ineer's  niliiif;  to  be 
incorrect,  unwise  or  malicious,  they  shall  then,  upon  ])roper  |-epic>sentati"n  to  the  Council,  be 
allowed  arbitration  on  the  matter  in  dis]iute,  lus  it  is  consiilered  injudicious  and  imjiroper  for 
all  concerned  that  any  one  man  should  decide  on  works  so  vast  and  important  without  restraint 
or  check.

Gen'TLEMEK,— As  the  City  Council  have  called  for  tenders  for  the  reclamation  of  Ashbridge's 
Bay,  instead  of  accepting  the  offer  made  in  that  behalf  by  ourselves  on  4th  of  December,  1889, 
and  as  we  are  still  prepared,  and  willing  to  carry  out  the  work  in  accordance  with  the  plans 
and  specifications  prepared  by  us  for  that  purpose,  we  ask  leave  to  re-submit  our  offer  herewith. 
This  is  without  prejudice  to  any  rights  or  privileges  that  may  be  found  to  belong  to  us  under 
our  original  ofTer— the  same  proposal  that  we  have  already  had  the  honor  of  laying  before  the 
Council,  the  particula.is  of  which  are  also  attached  hereto,  and  which  received  the  assent  of  the 
qualified  ratepayers  at  the  election  on  the  5th  of  January,  1891 

We  have  also  nicorporated  with  this  tender  all  the  clauses  of  the  specification  approved  of 
by  the  City  Council,  which  appear  to  us  to  be  in  accord  with  the  proposal  which  1ms  received 
the  public  sanction. 

We  beg  to  state  further  regarding  the  eastern  cut  and  entrance  piers,  or  in  regard  to 
dredging,  piling  and  filling  required  to  complete  the  Don  Improvement,  or  any  other  work 
recjuh-ed  by  the  City  or  Department  of  Public  Works,  or  in  altering  the  outlet  easterly  into  the 
lake,  the  building  of  lighthouse  or  lighthouses,  as  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  deem 
right  and  proper? that  the  above  works  will  be  construct-d  by  us  accor<ling  to  speciHcations,  the 
City  or  Government  paying  for  the  same,  as  they  and  the  Company  may  agree. 

We  also  beg  leave  to  stute  that  after  years  of  work  and  study,  we  are  satisfied  that  no 
better  plan  can  be  adopted,  and  that  it  should  be  carried  out  in  its  entirety,  giving  the  ('ity  and 
citizens  nearly  90  acres  of  park  property,  and  over  three  miles  of  lake  front  not  to  be  excelled 
on  the  continent  of  America,  and  producing  taxable  property  in  the  interest  of  the  City  and 
Ontario  generally,  for  any  and  every  manufacturing  purpose  required,  without  costing  the  (hty 
one  dollar. 

We  would  also  beg  leave  to  refer  here  to  the  matter  of  deposit,  the  amount  of  which  is  of 
little  consequence  when  taken  in  considiiratioii  with  the  enterprise,  and  would  suggest  to  your 
honorable  body,  that  as  we  have  already  been  to  a  great  expcn.se  arranging  matters  with   the 
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pniptTty  Dwnors,  wliosr  pnipoity  is  mi  tlu'  iioitli  lino  of  tlio  pmiiDscil  iicltiiimtinn  and  as  wo 
ajjrcf  lit  our  own  cost  to  jrit  tliu  lioiiils  and  dftds  rfijuisitu  iind  necessary  between  tlie  City  and 
siiid  pi-opeity  owneiM,  I  lien  fore  we  ask  n  speeiiied  lime  to  iioeoniplisli  the  work  of  jft'ttin^  tlio

These  di>;dj;es  will  not 
stop  work  after  once  .startiuf,',  except  for  rejiaiis  or  on  Sundays,  and  it  may  he  ni^jhts,  for  a  fi-W 
vxckn,  hut  it  i.s  the  intention  of  this  Company  (as  soon  as  ])racticiihlo)  to  run  the  dredfjes  niyht 
find  (1(1)1  until  the  main  chaiuiel  is  completed.     They  will  he  huilt  thin  irintcr  ijoa  srr. 

;)i-,l, — There  are  piledriver.s,  .scows  and  piatforins  to  hnild,  piledrivers  which  will  work  on 
land,  or  a  scow,  or  if  it  froze  solid,  will  drive  on  tlio  ico,  and  piles  can  he  driven  on  Ashhridge's 
Bay  on  rlie  ice  with  more  economy  than  in  any  other  way,  that  is,  in  winter. 

4.tli.— Upwards  of  :10.()00,00()  feet  of  timher  for  pilin;;  and  other  usai,'es  can  he  procured  at 
the  stump,  and  placed  from  there  on  the  works  cheaper  and  in  hotter  shape  in  the  winter  than 
any  other  time  of  the  year. 

A  word  in  regard  to  the  outlet  at  Coat.sworth's  Cut.  We  have  2  plans  drawtl,  either  one  of 
which,  if  carried  out  will  inako  one  of  the  finest  entrances  from  the  lake  into  the  channel,  and 

have  no  doubt,  when  seen,  will  be  adopted  by  the  authorities.
